LONDON, Aug. 2.—While the rain and the morass have served 


to hold the allied forces in leash, 


preventing a resumption of the 


great offensive of Tuesday, they have not been effective in keeping 


the Germans from throwing counter attacks with large forces of men | 


against several newly-won sectors 


of the front held by the British 


and French troops, nor in bringing about a cessation of the violent 
artillery duel along the entire line. The army of Crown Prince Rup- 
precht evidently considers the British gain northeast of Ypres the 
most important made in Tuesday’s battle, for upon this territory he 
has concentrated the strongest of his counter offensive operations in 
an attempt to regain the lost ground. His efforts, however, have gone 
for naught, the British artillery and infantry fire, killing the ad- 
vancing forces, mercilessly putting an end to the attacks and add- 


ing materially to the already heavy casualties the Germans 


suffered. 


Walting Sunshine, 

There is no indication in either 
the British or French official cor 
munications just when their combined 
push again will be started, but !t Is 
possible that at least a day of warm 
sunshine will be necessary to dissipate 
the quagmire so that the big allied 
guns m be realigned. 

Although the Teutons are still ad- 
vancing against the Russians in East 
Galicia, Bukowina and along. the 
Moldavia frontier, the allied offensive 
on the western front apparently. is on 
the nerves of the German emperor, 
whose troops before have had to face, 
and with great losses of men and 
terrain, gigantic attacks by the Brit- 
ish and French, covered by countless 
pleces of modern aptillery of all cali- 
bres. It is assumed a war councll of 
the high military and naval leaders 
in Germany, called by Emperor Wil- 
liam to meet in Brussels, had as its 
objective an analytical survey of the 
offensive, which, if it is curried out as 
planned by the allies, would prove a 
menace to the German holdings in 
Belgium, and especially along the 
coast, Wednesday was the date set 
for the conference, which was to have 
been attended by Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, chief of the Imperial

Daily the situation of the Russians

tion issued tonight. The Germans sus- 
tained additional heavy casualties in 
their fighting. The text of the state- 
ment follows: 

“In the course of the morning and 
again this afternoon the enemy made 
a series of violent but unsuccessful at- 
tempts to recover the ground lost by 
him northeast of Ypres, 

“Regardless of the increasing sever- 
ity of his losses, strong bodies of his 
troops repeatedly attacked our posi- 
tion from the Ypres-Roulers railway 
to St. Jullen. In every case his ad- 
vancing lines were broken up and dis- 
persed by our artillery barrage or re- 
pelled by the steady fire of our in- 
fantry. 

‘Parties of our troops raided enemy 
trenches last night northeast of Gon- 
zeaucourt and inflicted many casual- 
ties,” 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—The official state- 
ment issued by the war office tonight 
reads: 

“In Belgium, our Artillery, dominat- 
ing the German artillery, whose activ- 
ity was manifested markedly east and 
north of Bixshoote, has prevented 
every atempt of the enemy to attack. 
Two German attacks east of Cerny 
were stopped by our fire. 

“In Champagne in patrol encoun- 
ters we took prisoners,. There was 
a reciprocal artillery action on the left 
bank of the Meuse. 

“Aviation: Fronr July 21 to July 31 
twenty enemy airplanes and two 
‘Drachen’ were brought down. In the 
same period twenty-one enemy air- 
planes were seriously damaged, des- 
cending in their own lines. About ten 
of our escadrilles carried out numer- 
ous raids, bombarding notably the 
railway stations of Roulers, Metza, 
Thionville, Montmedy and Bethani- 
ville, factories at Hagondange, and 
Cantonments in the forest or Epin- 
court, and ammunition depots near 
Laon, Forty thousand kilos of pro- 
jectiles were dropped in the course of 
these expeditions, which caused im- 
portant damage to military establish-

Speakers Include Members| Young

Parties. 


NON-PARTIZAN GOVT. 
ONE OF DEMANDS 


Rowell Declares Fors Com- 
pulsory Service And 
Union Govt. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

TORONTO, Aug. 2,—Abdut five 
thousand persons, including a large 
number of Great War Veterans, were 
present tonight at the big Win-the- 
War convention, which opened at the 
arena here this afternoon, There was 
great enthusiasm, Speakers of both 
political parties were warmly applaud- 
ed. “Win the war,” was the keynote 
throughout. 

The convention was formally op- 
ened in the afternoon with an address 
of welcome by Mayor Church and ap- 
pointment of committees on resolu- 
tions. A number of resolutions were 
submitted for consideration, 

Resolution 

A_resolution submitted by Colonel 
G. T. Denison, police magistrate of 
Toronto, and carried by a standing 
vote, expressed respect to the memory 
of the dead, sympathy with the be- 
reaved and with those in other prov- 
inces who are working to win the war, 
and directed that a message be sent 
to General Sir Arthur Currie, in com- 
mand of the Canadian forces, appris- 
ing him that a great non-partizan Win- 
the-War convention was being held, 
; demanding that a non-partisan gov- 
ernment be established and that con- 
scription be at once put in force to aid 
the men at the front, ‘To whom are 
sent greetings of admiration, affection 
amd confidence.” 

In his address Chairman Godfrey 
stated there was one clear-cut issue, 
“Shall the government of Canada be 
@ war government or an anti-war gov- 
ernment?” The first job was to scrap 
the two political machines, which had 
proved their utter worthlessness in the 
emergency. Regarding Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier he said: “The leadership of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier cannot be accept- 
ed by anyone who wants to keep Can- 
ada effectively in this war.” He said 
this with regret, but claimed that 
“war is ruthless in the destruction of 
personal tiles.” 

Hearst and Rowell 

Sir William Hearst, premier of On- 
tario; N, W. Rowell, leader of the 
opposition in the Ontario legislature, 
and Hugh Guthrie, Liberal, M.P., were 
the speakers at.the.mass meeting 4a. 
the arena tonight. ° 

Mr. Rowell delivered a powerful 
appeal, and stated his attitude with 
the utmost frankness. ‘I am here to- 
night,” he said, “to support the prin- 
ciple of compulsory military service 
and the formation of a national or war 
government.” He believed that Sir 
Robert Borden's statement of the dire 
need of reinforcements was absolutely 
correct and that it was useless to hope 
for results from voluntary recruiting. 
If the war lasted more than a year 
100,000 men would not be sufficient, 
and Canada might as well face the 
situation, 

Regarding a national government 
Mr. Rowell said that the entrance of 
two or three Liberals into the govern- 
ment would not materially improve 
the situation. It would only tend to 
delay the formation of a real national 
government. 


One Party 
There should be only one party in 


Canada, said Sir William Hearst, a 
party determined to win the war, and 
to mobilize the full strength of the 
country, in men, money and resources, 
with this object in view. 

Hugh Guthrie commenced by saying 
that this was perhaps the most critical 
period in the history of Canada, It 
was a case of go forward or quit; 
there was no middle course. For his 
part he pledged himself to do his ut- 
most to forward the objects of the 
meeting. When a great national peril 
presented itself political parties should 
be wiped out. Some speakers and pa- 
pers hal been saying that this was a 
political dodge to force an election. 
Such charges were not only wrong but 
reprehensible at this juncture, 

Of Sir Wilfrid Mr. Guthrie said that 
jhe believed Sir Wilfrid was as sin- 
cere, patriotic and conscientious as 
himself, but, he added, “I think he is

provincial police, Kuleszksky, who 
was a young farmer living with his 
father, wished to marry Effie, a 
daughter of the Wolanskys, who were 
near neighbors. For some reason the 
parents had refused their consent to 
the match. . 
Demanded Admission 

On Wednesday night, about 9 
o'clock, Kuleszksky, carrying a shot 
gun, went to the Wolansky house and 
demanded admission. Mrs. Wolansky 
closed the door against him, where- 
upon the man shot through the panels, 
killing her instantly. He then broke 
in the door, and, seizing the girl, car- 
ried her off into the woods. 

The next morning when the elder 
Kuleszksky went to water the cattle, 
the rope that was used to draw the 
bucket from the well was missing. 
Shortly afterward he was horrified to 
find the dead body of his son hanging 
by the same rope on a tree about 600 
yards from the house. He had evi- 
dently taken his own life. 

There is no trace of the Wolansky 
girl, although the police and neigh- 
bors have been searching the woods 
and it is feared that her lover may 
have taken her jife by shooting her. 

Families Neighbors 

The Kuleszksky and Wolansky 
families have been living in the dis- 
trict for 23 years and, it is understood, 
have been on friendly relations.

CE LOOKS 
LIKE RAIDED 
BY THE HUNS 


Appearance Quebec Village After 
Floods—Damage Estimated 
At $4,000,000 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

QUEBEC, Que., August 2,—After a 
fifty mile drive to reach a distance of 
thirty miles from Quebec, a Montreal 
last night at 
o'clock Saint Marie de Beauce, 
one of the finest villages of the Chau- 
diere valley, which has the appear- 
ance of a Belgian town after a visit 
of the Germans, Tour bridges—the 
Beauce Junction, the St. George, the 
Ste, Marie and the Scott bridges—-were 
carried away with about fifty houses 
and sixty barns, and the parishes of 
Scott, Ste. Marie, St. George, Beauce 
Junction and St. Joseph suffered dam- 
ages of over a million dollars, In Ste, 
Marie there is no bread, no drinkable 
water, no meat and the only cattle 
living were saved on the steps of the 
church, Three children died yester- 
day and they cannot be buried, the 
cemetery being one of the most flood- 
ed parts of the parish. 

Danger of Epidemic 

Now that the danger of the water is 
passed, a new one has arisen; people 
are afraid of an epidemic and help 
has been asked of both the federal 
and provincial governments, Hon, 
Henry Buldoc has asked Hon.* Mr, 
Rogers to send an engineer from his

The water started to rise at eight 
o'clock on Monday night and rose 
twenty-five feet from its normal depth.

OTTAWA, Aug. 2.-—The greater part 
of today’s session of the house of com- 
meus was spent in committee of the 
detiils of Sir Thomas Whitebs income 
tax bill which was given second read- 
ing without discussion. 

The chief point under discussion was 
as to how an income should be estim- 
ated, 

Several members of the house on 
both sides argued in favor of the 
adoption of the principle of taxation 
on net incomes only, They asserted 
that a man who had invested in real 
estate or other legitimate investments, 
and who devoted a portion of his in- 
come to maintaining these investnietits 
should not be expected to pay taxes on 
the amount paid out, 

Couldn't Distinguish 

Sir Thomas White maintained, 
however, that insofar as salaries are 
concerned, it would be impossible to 
make a distinction between a man re- 
ceiving $10,000 a year who spends the 
money on his family and the man 
with a’ like salary who pays out a 
large portion of it in maintaining real 
estate at present unproductive but 
which in course of time may be of 
value, 

In this connection Sir Thomas said: 

“We are working on a commonsense 
basis that income is not returns from 


| the business, profession or calling to 


which a man belongs. What he does 
with his money, whether he spenda it 
on his family, wastes it or invests it, 
does not matter to us. We are after 
his net income.” 

Packing Business 

In the early part of the session the 
house adopted a resolution, moved by 
Sir George Foster, on which a bill will 
be based, providing that after January 
1, 1918, all packages containing human 
food and other matters, must be 
marked with the weight, address of 
the fillers, dates of packing, etc. He 
said the government had decided to 
pass this legislation to protect pur- 
chasers of food. 

The resolution received the general 
support of the house, although some 
difficulties .were pointed .out - which 
will be considered in committee, 


CANNOT COUNT 
ON GREAT HELP 
FROM RUSSIA 


Heavier Burden For The Entente 
Allies, Says Major General 
F. Maurice, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, August 1.—" Looking 
from the broadest aspect at the 
events of the past forenight in 
Russia,” said Major-General i reder- 
ick Maurice, chief director of military 
Operations at the war office, in his 
weekly talk to the Associated Press, 
“it will necessarily inean a prolong 
tion of the war. We cannot long 
count on any great material assistance 
from Russia. This means a greater 
burden on the other entente allies, and 
for the United States it means that 
she must come into the fleld as soon 
as possible and with the greatest pos- 
sible force." 

The Week in Flanders 

Gen. Maurice continued: 

“This week the battle in Flanders 
Was ar entire success, 

“General Haig fixed a definite line 
of objectives and, speaking generally, 
he attained it successfully, On the 
northern end the enemy's resistance 


| broke down so completely that Gen, 


Haig felt justified in permitting his 
troops to go well beyond the objec- 
tives. In the centre we feel a little 
short of the objective owing to stub- 
born enemy resistance.” 

“In this week's battle we co-oper- 
ated with the French. ‘There were 
about six times as many British troops 
as French soldiers. Of the British 
four fifths were purely English and 
one fifth Anzac, Welsh and Scotch. 
No Irish or Canadian troops partiese 
pated," 

Hard Fighting Over Night 

Telegraphing from British head- 
quarters in France and Belgium, the 
correspondent of Reuter's Limited 
eays: 

“Despite the weather there has been 
much hard fighting during the past 24 
hours. The Germung were perturbed 
at our gaining so much high ground 
along the Pilem ridge and launched 
several desperate counter-attacks, al- 
though these were repeatedly checked 
by our artillery. Yet, in places, there 
was hand to hand fighting. 

“The Germans are throwing in their 
best troops to retrieve the asltuation 
and their losses must be colossal. Our 
preponderance of gun power enables 
our artillery to maintain a steady 
barrage upon the rear of the new 
German line so that relief has to be 
brought througn this. The enemy ar- 
tillery has been concentrating heavily 
upon certain sectors and the weather 
preverts our airmen Girecting counter 
battery work to any extent,”

According to Dr, Frank T, Shutt, 
Dominion chemist, lime water is one 
of the best preservatives and we quote 
the following from his Exhibition Cir- 
cular No, 42, 

The method of preparation is simply 
to slake one pound good quick lime 
with a small quantity of water and 
then stir the milk of lime so formed 
into 5 gallons of water, After the 
mixture has been kept well stirred for 
a few hours it is allowed to settle, 
The supernatant liquid, which is now 
“saturated” Iimewater, is drawn off 
and poured over the eggs, previously 
piseed in a crock or water-tight bar- 
rel, 

As exposure to the air tends to pre- 
cipitate the lime (as carbonate), and 
thus to weaken the solution, the ves- 
sel containing the eggs should be kept

Have you ever tried pepper and cu- 
cumber salad? It is so refreshing on 
warm days, Peel and remove the 
| seeds from two sweet Spanish peppers, 
and cut them into strips. Peel and 
| Slice the cucumbers, mix them with 
the peppers, add chives and serve 
them on mounds of lettuce leaves with 
French dressing, 

Frozen tomato salad is delicious. 
Use six ripe tomatoes, peel them, chop 
them and rub through a sieve; add

HAAZE EXPOSES 
HUNS’ POSITION 
IN REICHSTAG

‘If War Goes On, Germany Will 
Bleed To Death,’’ He 
Says. 


London, Aug. 2—The following Is a 
fuller report than it has been possible 
to publish before of the speech on 
July 19 in the Reichstag debate by 
Herr Haase, in behalf of the minor- 
ity Sociamsts. 

He began by saying that instead of 
plain dealing from the chancellor 
they had an ambiguous statement 
statement only about peace prepara- 
tions, though ‘the chancellor admitted 
explicitly that the peace resolution 
was open to a variety of interpreta- 
tlons. 

Michaelis, he said, was the nominee 
of Hindenburg and the general staff, 

Herr Haase added:—- 

“There is a growing feeling among 
the masses that the monarchy is a 
failure and that a republic will and 
must come. This would be the beat 
prelude to pease: but democracy will 
only come by fighting for it, and not 
by fawning on the authorities. 

“If the war is to continue much 
longer the German nation will bleed 
to death and fall from exhaustion. 

Public Has Been Deluded, 

“For months the public has been 
deluded with promites about the col- 
lapse of England. ~®ut it now realizes 
that the figures entirely omit the fact 
that the tonnage of the whole world 
is at the disposal of England, and 
consequently it is atupid to compare 
the losses with tonnage belonging to 
England alone. Yet the chancellor 
once more states that England will be 
able to resist the need for peace, thus 
feeding the people on fallacious 
hopes. 

“Though the peace resolution is an 
advance on our previous attitude, it is 
not acceptable to the minority party. 
What the resolution says about the 
origin of the war is not tenable in 
the face of history, and the minority 
refuses to lend itself to declarations 
at variance with the truth. 

“The same applies to the shallow 
explanations of the chancellor. We 
do not forget the Austrian ultimatum 
to Serbia, the Austrian preparation 
against Russia, the conferences fn 
Berlin on July.6, 1914, and the actiy- 
ity of Tirpitz and Falkenhayn in those 


days, 
No Peace With Russia. 

“Influential parties, including the 
Centre, still demand the annexgtion 
of Belgium and indemnities. Has Dr. 
Spahn fairly abandoned his Belgian 
program, and is the demand for in- 
demnities still put forward? 

“As to the freedom of the seas, this 
always exists in time of’peace. ‘The 
only way to guarantee it is by uni- 
versal disarmament and abolition of 
the rights of capture, 

“Regarding the attempt to effect a 
separate peace with Russia, nobody 
can believe that the peace resolution, 
without a word about self-determina- 
tlon by nationalities, will have a good 
effect abroad. As a matter of fact 
Russia has the greatest distrust of the 
German government and Its sSupport- 
ers, nor will the majority Socialists 
declaration in Sweden be more effica- 
clous, It has been condemned by all 
enemy_and neutral Socialists, 

Leaden Weight of Hunger, 

“The feeling of the people as the 
result of the leaden weight of hunger 
is such as to startle even the most 
trivolous, 

“You have read of riots and strikes 
in Silesia. Do you think the masses 
can possibly endure it much longer? 
It is impossible, and when the crash 
comes you must not be surprised. The 
workers know better every day how 
they must act. I? they are to achieve 
what they have at heart they will 
rise against the conditions.”

Government as to the price the 
promoters are to get for the stock, 
these gentlemen will be more than 
usually anxious to cultivate favor- 
able public opinion and get all the 
traffic they can.

The coroner’s jury found that 
the wreck on Saturday evening 
was caused by disobedience to the 
regulations of the Dominion Rail- 
way Commission, and that disobe- 
dience of these regulations has 
become habitual on the part of 
employees of the company. The 
consequences of this one act of dis- 
obedience are now before the 
courts, and will be dealt with 
there. But the finding of the jury 
calls for prompt action on the 
part of the Commission if public 
safety is to be secured by obser- 
vance of the rules laid down for 
the operation of trains. All the 
more so because if disobedience 
has become habitual in one part of 
the country it may be prevalent 
also in other parts. The Railway 
Commission exists for ¢he protec- 
tion of the public, and should 
speak with the voice of authority, 
whether to railway companies og 
to employees. 


As we have got to the stage 
where in any event the country 
has to supply the money to keep 
the C.N.R. going, there will be 
general agreement that it is bet- 
ter. to take over the property and 
pay for running a concern that 
| belongs to the public rather than 
to go on shovelling out money to 
keep the railway afloat as a 
privately-owned enterprise. But 
there will hardly be wild enthus- 
iasm over the proposal that we 
take the concern over by paying 
Mackenzie and Mann for what 
they never put into it. The sub- 
stance of the Drayton-Ackworth 
report was that it would be fair to 
all concerned if the country took 
over the C.N.R. system and assum- 
ied its debts, without paying any- 
thing for the $60,000,000 worth of 
stock held by its enterprising pro- 
moters, Instead, the Government 
proposes to have the value of this 
stock estimated by a board of arbi- 
trators, and to pay Mackenzie and 
Mann whatever that assessed 
value is. Just why, is the ques- 
tion. The Canadian Northern en- 
terprise has been built out of the 
money and credit of the public. 
Any value the stock in the concern 
has it has been given by that in- 
vestment of public credit and 
money. Why then should the 
publie be called upon to pay Mac- 
kenzie and Mann for the value 
given the C.N.R. stock by the in- 
vestment of public money and 
public credit? 


Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann 
are entitled to every cent they 
have put into the Canadian Nor- 
thern, if they have put any in, 
which nobody ever suspected. 
They are also entitled, if they 
have not got it already by indirect 
methods, to generous compensa- 
tion for their enterprise in con- 
structing a great and useful rail 
way system. But they are not en- 
titled to one red cent for the stock 
they hold in the concern. This 
stock cost them nothing, morally 
it dpes not belong to them, and ac- 
tually it is nothing but the title 
deed to their encumbered pro- 


which to construct 
the railway. But stock in 
an unbuilt railway is not sale- 
able. The device has become 
common, therefore, of issuing 
bonds and selling them to secure 
money with which to build; the 
idea being that when the road has 
been in operation for years and 
has established itself as a going 
concern the stock will rise to par 
value, and can then be sold and 
the money used to pay the bonds. 
The C.N.R, has been built with 
money loaned by the public, and 
with’ money got by the sale of 
bonds guaranteed by the Domin- 
ion and by several Provincial Gov- 
ernments. The stock of the com- 
pany was simply locked up in the 
safe of Mackenzie and Mann, theo- 
retically waiting until such time as 
it would attain a fair market 
value, when it would be sold and 
the money used to repay the bond- 
holders.

Labor und Production 
From the Canadian Farm, Toronto: 

The labor problem will have its 
effect upon next year's production. So 
long as there is a scarcity of help any 
effort towards bringing about a lessen- 
ing in live-stock production and an 
increase in grain production will fail. 
The high prices ruling for wheat and 
other grain crops will induce farmers 
to grow as large an acreage of these 
crops as they can possibly take care of. 
Beyond this they should not be ex- 
pected to go, even if the demand is 
Then one must always re- 
member that. as a wheat-growing 
country, Ontario ranks down low in 
the scale as compared with the Weas- 
tern Provinces. Our view of the whole

The Soldiers’ Franchise 
From tie Ottawa Citizen; 

Hon, Mr. Meighen is not afraid to 
arvuse all the worst passions in the 
country. Ignoring the undeniable fact 
that the government propdésed to take 
the vote of the soldiers in the trenches 
over a year ago, and that the ballots 
for this purpose had been actually 
printed/and sent to Britainyin charge 
of Captain Daly, alleged to be a pro- 
tege of the minister of public works, 
and that the ballots were still in Brit- 
ain, the solicitor general continued: 

“No one would regret more than 
1 would that there should be inter- 
ference with the franchise of these 
ten, but I say it ill-becomes honor- 
uble gentlemen to be so solicitous 
about the franchise of aliens of 
enemy origin in Canada, and yet to 
be so little careful about the fran- 
chise of the red-blooded men who 
are today defending Canada, 1 am 
more concerned for the franchise of 
the soldiers than | am for the fran- 
chise of aliens of enemy origin in 
Canada or of anv other class what- 
soever. I am more concerned for 
the soldier than of the British popu- 
lation in this country, because I be- 
Neve it is better to get the word of 
the soldier on what should be done 
in this war, than the word of any 
man at home.” 

The concern of the government for 
the soldiers on the eve of an election 
is truly puthetic in its earnestness. It 
ig unfortunate for the soldiers that 
this same concern was not exhibited 
earlier and when it would have been 
more to the purpose; when, for ex- 
ample, the Ross rifle was being fasten- 
ed on the backs of our troops, when 
the shoddy boots were being turned 
out and when the profiteers in binocu- 
lars, medical dressings, shells, fuses, 
shield-shoyels, motor trucks, horses, 
and other equipment were getting in 
their fine work, of when the minister 
of militia felt compelled to write the 
premier on May 13, 1915, as follows: 

“T saw, by an article in the Free 
Press, that it is current everywhere 
umong the soldiera and officers that 
they are short of early every class 
of equipment and «~nlies, In fact, 
three times recently I have been 
severely reproached about shortages 
ln supplies and equipment, by the 
vutsiders who had learned of these 
shortages from soldiers and officers 
of the force. 

“Kurther, to my surprise, I was 
spoken to in Montreal this week, 
and informed that our Medical units 
gving over were only half equipped, 
while many of our combatant units 
are not properly outfitted, 

“In addition to the serious aspect 


of the case and from the viewpoint | 


of the efficiency of our soldiers, there 
iu the disheartening side, It is not 
only unfair to the gallant boys, who 
are giving and willingly risking their 
lives for the cause, and making 
domestic sacrifices, but it is abso- 
lutely unjust to me and my officers.” 
Perhaps soft talk about the fran- 
love and respect the 
solicitor general and the administra- 
tion profess for the soldier will cause 
all these things to be forgotten, Per- 
haps kicking up a patriotic dust will 
have the effect of hypnotizing the 
people.

A local farmer went to the bank to 
borrow e6ufficient money to buy two 
16-inch breaker plows, nd a_ little 
additional oats for his twelve work 
horses—this in order that he put his 
two outfits on to breaking instead of | 
keeping them idle during breaking! 
season, The banker is reported as 
having refused him the amount abso- 
lutely necessary to enable him to keep 
working. 

This farmer could have broken up 
250 acres of sod, Average this at thir- 
ty bushels in 1918, giving 7,500 bush- 
els more wheat for the Allies in their 
time of need. The farmer, his man 
and teams are well known, and they 
were able and anxious to be kept busy 
producing foodstuffs, and they were 
obstructed by the reported action of a 
bank manager in their efforts to get 
out 7,000 bushels more wheat in 1918. 

It might be in order to suggest that 
if the Dominion government is actu- 
ally as interested in increasing pro- 
duction in order to ensure Great 
Britain and her allies her future food 
supplies as it professes to be that they 
institute some temporary war court 
of appeal from the arbitary decisions 
of bankers or banking systems, which 
result in the compulsory iying idle of 
men, horses and land, while the em- 
pire is crying for more foodatuffs. 

It is understood that the banks have 
instructions from the federal govern- 
ment to only lend money to farmers

“Cy” Young's Unbroken Records, 


When it comes to breaking records, every player in any league 
must still take off his cap to old “Cy” Young, justly known as the 
“greatest ever" in his line. It was on August 3, 1890, twenty-seven 
years ago today, that Young climbed into ths uniform of the Cleve- 
land Nationals and pitched his first game in the major leagues, 
That was the beginning of a pitching career which lasted twenty-two 
years, which is only ene of the many records this remarkable player 
made. It hasn't even been equalled and very likely never will be. 
During his long career Young hung up a few other records that 
will serve as targets for a, long time. He pitched three no-hit 
games, one for the Cleveland Nationals and two for the Boston 
Americans. The first was in 1897, when Cincinnati was the victim. 
In 1904, for the Red Sox, he pitched the greatest game of his life 
against the Athletics, not a man reaching first base. He pitched 
arother no-hit game in 1908, Another record he holds is that of 
pitching twenty-three consecutive innings of hitless ball, and the 
successive retirement of sixty-eight batsmen. Young performed 
many other notable feats, such as pitching forty-five innings without 
being scored on, When he joined the Cleveland Na- 
tionals he had only a brief minor league experience with the Canton 
Club, Cleveland got him from“Canton for $500. He spent nine 
years with the Cleveland Nationals, then two seasons with the St, 
Louls Nationals and eight years with the Boston Americans, Te 
returned to Cleveland in 1909 and remained there until 1911, when 
he was given his unconditional release, and finished out the season 
and his career’ with the Boston Nationals,

“The Drive for Calais’ has at varl- 
ous times been heralded by the Ger- 
mans with almost as much vehemence 
as the famous drive for Verdun, Both 
of them have fatied and have cost the 
Teutons enormously in blood and 
treasure, “They shall not pass" ap-| 
plies almost as much to Calais as it) 
does to Verdun. In happler times, | 
this quaint but busy old French port) 
was the continental terminus of the) 
main travelled road between England } 
and France. Today it Is the main} 
British military base in France, This 
fact serves to recall that for more 
than two centuries Calais was held by | 
the English, their occupation oft the | 
town beginning just 670 years ago to- 
day, Aug. 3, 1347, and continuing un- 
til 1668. 

Calais fell into the hands of the 
English during the Hundred Years’ 
War, when England and France were 
engaged in a struggle which contin- 
ued for more than a century Kdwarit 
IIl., as grandson of Phillip the Fair, 
claimed the French crown and sought! 
to gain it by force of arms. The 
Flemings recognized Edward as their 
king and in the long struggle which 
followed, were of great assistance to} 
the English, In 1346 Edward invaded 
France and defeated a French army 
twice as large as his own on ‘the im- 
mortal field of Crecy, the battle in 
which cannon were first used, It was 
after this that Edward besieged Cal- 
The town held out against the 
English for eleven months and then 
surrendered, its loss being a great 
blow to the French, The English held 
| the port for more than two hundred 
years, It was not until 1555 that the 
French army led by the Duke of Guise 
drove the English out. Queen Mary, 
| who then ruled England, was deeply 
grieved at ‘the loss of Calais and when 
she died a few months later her last 
words were: ‘‘When I am dead, Calais 
| will be found written on my heart.” 
| ‘This did not end the trouble of 
| Calais, for forty years after its re-| 
covery it was taken by the Spaniards, | 
The Spanish reign was brief, how ever, | 
ending in 1598.

point the French coast approaches 


nearest to that of England. The route 
travelled in peace times, from Dover 
to Calais, is twenty-two miles across, 
From this point the Germans could} 
not alone bombard the British coast 
with their heaviest guns, but also cut} 
off traffic across the channel. Calais} 
is distant 184 miles from Paris. The 
praposal to connect that city by a

As a matter of fact, borings were ac-| 
tually commenced in 1876 near Cal- 
ais, but the work languished and was 
finally abandoned, It is curious to re-|

the tunnel. Conditions have changed 
80 materially, however, that the pro- 
posed tunnel may become a reality 
within the next decade or two,
